The 75 acres in the center of the pro­ 
posed $42 million Brookwood Cou ntry Clu b 
high-rise su bd iv ision is cu rrently shared 
by the Fenton High School d istrict, bu t is 
not one of its two feed er elementary 
school d istricts. 
Instead , the area is cov ered by Ad d ison 
Elementary School Dist. 4 , which feed s 
into York High School Dist. 88. 
The mov e was mad e by the Fenton 
board after d iscu ssions with ad minis­ 
trators of d istricts 2, 4 , 7 (Wood Dale ele­ 
mentary ), and 88 in an effort to establish 
“co-terminiou s” bou nd aries. 


The Dist. 88 board of ed u cation is to d is­ 
cu ss the matter Mond ay night. Dr. Bru ce 
Allingham, su perintend ent, told The Reg­ 
ister he ex pected the board to approv e the 
mov e also. 


THE 75 acres contain two bu ild ings, a 
105-u nit fiv e-story cond ominiu m and a 252- 
u nit 12-story cond ominiu m, within the 3,- 
500-u nit, 215-acre proposed d ev elopment 
su rrou nd ed by an 18-hole golf cou rse. 
At least 400 of the anticipated 8,000 to 
10,000 resid ents of the su bd iv ision are ex ­ 
pected to be schoolage child ren. 
Dist. 100 Su pt. Martin Zu ckerman said 
in terms of the good of the child ren who 
will be liv ing there, this bou nd ary change 
shou ld be d one now while it is u nd ev e­ 
loped . 
He said one of the problems is “d istrict 
lines going throu gh large apartment bu ild ­ 
ings cau sing all sorts of consternation.” 
If Dist. 88 agrees with the plan, a hear­ 
ing will hav e to be held before the Cou nty 
Board of School Tru stees and they wou ld 
hav e the final say on the matter, he said . 
Bu siness manager Kenneth Carroll said 
he thou ght su ch a petition shou ld go 
throu gh easily since no one is now pre­ 
sently liv ing on the land . 
HE SAID the establishment of co-ter- 


miniou s bou nd aries (the same bou nd ary 
lines for the high school d istrict and all of 
its feed er elementary school d istricts) was 
worth the loss of a possible $300,(XX) in as­ 
sessed v alu ation. 
Co-terminiou s bou nd aries are necessary 
b e f o r e a kind ergarten-throu gh-twelfth- 
grad e u nit d istrict, with one su perintend ­ 
ent and one school board , and with in­ 
creased state aid can be formed . 


The lack of co-terminiou s bou nd aries 
was one of the reasons the high school and 
two elementary school d istricts recently 
fou nd they cou ld not u nify . 
“The only possible way to get con­ 
cu rrence wou ld be to giv e the area to 
Dist. 88,” Carroll said . 
Dist. 88 is “neu tral” in its feelings abou t 
high rise d ev elopments within their d is­ 
trict, he stated . 
Some d istricts d on’t feel the increased 
assessed v alu ation balances ou t the cost 
for the relativ ely higher nu mber of stu ­ 
d ents per acre.

Betweeners Ask : ‘Listen ’

(City co uncils and y o uth co mmissio ns in 
the suburban No rthwest hav e been wring­ 
ing their hands lately o v er *‘what to do 
abo ut the junio r high kids.” So me o fficials 
insist there are no t eno ugh activ ities pro ­ 
v ided fo r this age gro up and wo rry abo ut 
the po tential fo r delinquency . Others wo n­ 
der if drugs will pro v e to o attractiv e. Her­ 
ald repo rter Jo an Klussmann talked to 
dro v es o f public and paro chial scho o l ju­ 
nio r high students and fo und them v ery 
v o cal, v ery candid and so metimes surpris­ 
ing. Here is the first o f two articles she 
has written o n “ The in Between Years.” )

“ If I think a bo y is cute to day , I mo st 
likely wo n’t think so to mo rro w. My v iews 
keep changing all the time.” 
The speaker, a lo v ely girl o f 12 , is a 
member o f a generatio n which describes 
itself as “ in between,” neither child no r 
adult. 
The energy , ex uberance and enthusiasm 
o f the in betweens pro mpts them to talk 
ex citedly all at o nce, inspires junio r high 
scho o l teachers and dev astates substi­ 
tutes. 
Their flashes o f insight rev eal signs o f 
maturity to co me, and they are quick to 
see the o ther sides o f questio ns. “ Eighth 
graders are to p do g at scho o l, we lo v e it.” 
Eut after a tho ughtful pause, “ On the o th­ 
er hand, we will be freshmen in high 
scho o l nex t y ear and at the bo tto m all 
o v er again.” 
THE KIDS ESTIMATE that abo ut 50 
per cent o f junio r high students “ go 
steady .” Tho se who do n’t, say the who le 
idea is silly , but their changing attitudes 
to ward the o ppo site sex sho w up in v iv id 
descriptio ns o f “ co o l” bo y s and girls in 
class. 
Tho se who currently go steady quickly 
ex plain that the co ncept “ isn’t what it 
used to be in o ur parents’ time.” They say 
the relatio nship isn’t fo r keeps, it just 
means that y o u like so mebo dy . 
The students usually go to dances in 
gro ups o f bo y s and girls, but o nce there, a 
bo y will ask his girlfriend to dance fo r the 
ev ening. One dark-haired bo y , activ e in 
fo o tball and wrestling, ex plained why he 
has a steady girl. 
“ THIS MIGHT SOUND silly , but when 
y o u hav e a girl friend y o u wo rk harder. 
When I play fo o tball and she’s watching, I 
play better. Yo u can sho w o ff to a girl — 
o ther guy s will kno ck y o u o v er o r make 
y o u lo o k silly . She will also listen to y o ur 
pro blems.” 
The girls say they like the steady ar­ 
rangement because they alway s get asked 
to dance and it adds to their prestige in 
scho o l.

His 
descriptio n o f o o zing included no ho me­ 
wo rk, no study ing and no pressure. 
As o lder sisters take jo bs o r start dat­ 
ing, the junio r high scho o l girl is in great 
demand fo r baby sitting duties. Mo st de­ 
v o te at least o ne ev ening a week to the 
wo rk and say they enjo y the jo b. “ It also 
prepares us fo r taking care o f o ur o wn 
children so me day .” 
MANY BOYS BABYSIT to o , but caddy ­ 
ing takes preference during the summer 
mo nths. Adult hy po crisy o n the links is 
described frankly , “ One lady giv ei. me 50 
cents fo r mo v ing her ball and no t telling 
any o ne.” 
Earnings are usually split, with o ne part 
go ing to sav ings and the remainder to 
Randhurst sto res. 


They like to select their o wn clo thes 
(“ The dresses my mo ther likes fo r me are 
awful,” ) but realize that fo r mo re ex ­ 
pensiv e items like co ats, parents sho uld 
do the cho o sing. 


So me bo y s, as well as girls, co mplain 
that parents do n’t kno w what kids wear 
to day . They say mo thers buy slacks that 
co me up to o high at the waist o r o ther 
no n-co nfo rming items. As o ne bo y put it, 
“ She do esn’t realize pants sho uld co me 
belo w the belly butto n.” 


BUT AGAIN demo nstrating the ability 
to see two sides o f the co in, o ne girl said, 
“ We want to lo o k nice, but clo thes aren’t 
that impo rtant.

Do es a co ro ner o r medical ex aminer hav e the ri^hi co direci wnere a 
deceased perso n be taken after death*’ 


The o rderly pro cesses o f go v ernment require that sudden and v io lent 
deaths be tho ro ughly inv estigated. When the co ro ner o r medical 
ex aminer is inv o lv ed in these circumstances he may legally deny 
remo v al o f the bo dy fro m his jurisdictio n until the cause o f death is 
determined, but he may no t o rder the bo dy sent to any priv ate 
mo rtuary witho ut the co nsent o f the decedent’s family . If no ne o f 
the family is av ailable at the time o f death, the co ro ner o r ex aminer 
may o rder the bo dy tempo rarily remo v ed to a public mo rgue o r 
priv ate mo rtuary . When this is do ne the receiv ing facility acts so lely 
as a repo sito ry until a mo rtuary is cho sen by the surv iv o rs. 
It is mo rally , ethically , and legally wro ng fo r any emergency perso n­ 
nel to steer the families o f peo ple inv o lv ed in these unfo rtunate 
circumstances to ward any certain mo rtuary . Their interference is 
unlawful and punishable by either legal o r disciplinary actio n.

He not only h as a 95-stu dent elementary 
sch ool as part of h is Ch u rch of Ch ristian 
Liberty in Prospect Heigh ts, bu t h e h as 
sparked a similar edu cational ex periment 
in oth er areas. 
He say s sch ools based on h is idea of 
strict discipline, ph onics, and religiou s 
training are springing u p in Rockford, 
Milwau kee, and th e Ch icago gh etto. 
FOUR TEACHERS, trained in th e Ch ris­ 
tian Liberty sch ool ph ilosoph y are starting 
to establish a sch ool near Pu laski and 
Roosev elt Road in order to teach 4-y ear- 
old black ch ildren reading skills. 
“I am conv inced stu dents wh o apply 
th emselv es can learn to read at an early 
age,” say s lindstrom with intensity . 
Th e teach ers intend to pu t approx imate­ 
ly '40 gh etto ch ildren th rou gh a strict 15 to 
16-week reading cou rse. 
If th e gh etto ch ildren respond as Lind­ 
strom say s h is stu dents in Prospect 
Heigh ts do, th ey sh ou ld be reading and 
u sing th e library by th e end of th e su m­ 
mer. 
“Th ere is noth ing different between ch il­ 
dren h ere and black ch ildren if th ey are 
giv en an opportu nity ,” insists Lindstrom. 
In a reaction to “progressiv e edu ca­ 
tion,” wh ich h e believ es is “politically ori­ 
ented to produ ce with in th e stu dent an ac­ 
ceptance of th e ph ilosoph y and ch aracter 
of socialism,” Lindstrom fou nded th e non­ 
profit Ch ristian Liberty Academy in 1968. 
THE SCHOOL, WHICH is non-accredited 
by Illinois standards, ch arges a y early tu i­ 
tion of ^50 for kindergarten, $700 for 
grades one th rou gh eigh t, and $600 for th e 
ninth grade. 
Th e sch ool giv es A th rou gh F grades, 
insists on h omework, h as strict (th ou gh 
not u niform) standards of dress, and drills 
h ard on basic reading and arith metic 
skills. 
Th e Bible is stu died on a daily basis, 
beginning in Kindergarten and c(aitinu ing 
th rou gh all th e grades. 
As stu dents progress th rou gh th » sch ool 
sy stem, cou rses in French , Latin, geogra­ 
ph y , h istory , penmansh ip, science, art and 
mu sic are added. By fifth grade, th e stu ­ 
dent stu dies economics, gov ernment, and 
may requ est special instru ction in Greek 
or Hebrew. 
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“WE WANT THE stu dents to u nder­ 
stand h ow capitalism is su perior,” say s 
Rev . Lindstrom. “We want th em to fu lly 
u nderstand ou r own free enterprise sy s­ 
tem. We want no left wing socialist propa­ 
ganda. Ou r tradition is not socialist.” 
Classroom nu mbers in th e Ch u rch of 
Ch ristian Liberty rarely ex ceed 10, th e 
largest classroom contains 14 ch ildren, 
and th e smallest fou r. Stu dents come from 
h omes in th e north west su bu rban area, 
from Wilmette to Palatine. Many of th e 
ch ildren in th e lower grades are from 
Prospect Heigh ts, Arlington Heigh ts, and 
Mou nt Prospect. 


Lindstrom fav ors edu cating only th ose 
stu dents wh o want edu cation. 
“CERTAIN STUDENTS do not belong in 
h igh sch ools,” h e said. “Th ey belong in 
tech nical institu tions.” 
Lindstrom sees h is edu cational th eories 


as a v alu able addition to American prog­ 
ress. 
“We will bring th e Ch ristian principal of 
religion to th e national life,” h e say s. “We 
will relate Ch rist to th e world in wh ich we 
liv e.” 
Devo n Ap a rtments? 


A l t h ou g h Lindstrom abh ors per­ 
missiv eness in edu cation, h e insists on in­ 
div idu al liberty . 


“Th e indiv idu al is more important th an 
th e state,” h e asserts. 
Howev er, h e does not believ e man’s 
righ ts come from th e fact th at h e is a 
man. All righ ts come from God, Lind­ 
strom insists. 


A MAN MAY HAVE righ ts, ev en if h e 
doesn’t believ e in God, Lindstrom grants, 
bu t “th ese righ ts are protected becau se 
oth ers believ e in God, not as h is righ t, bu t 
as an indiv idu al.”

Zoning board members were aware in 
deliberation th at rezoning th e Zizzo prop­ 
erty cou ld ch ange th e dev elopment ch ar­ 
acter th e entire western end of Dev on. 
Ch airman Robert Marks, ou tspoken in fa­ 
v oring rezoning, said apartments wou ld be 
th e natu ral dev elopment along th e eastern 
side of 1-90. 


THE VILLAGE argu ment against rezon­ 
ing, debated by th e zoning board, was 
wh eth er to allow apartments wh en th e v il­ 
lage’s master plan makes prov ision for 
th em and wh eth er to grant rezoning wh en, 
in reality , Zizzo can not dev elop with ou t 
av ailable water and sewer serv ice. 
Elk Grov e Village officials h ad h otly ar­ 
gu ed at th e h earing th e v illage wiU not 
prov ide water and sewer serv ice to Zizzo. 
Alth ou gh Zizzo said h e cou ld drill a well, 
h e testified h e did not h av e easements to 
cross 1,500 feet of priv ate property to tap 
th e nearest sewer line. 
Zizzo’s dev elopment plans call for a 
mix tu re of apartments and single-family 
h omes. Marks said h e wou ld like to see 
th e zoning requ est for a planned u nit de­ 
v elopment bu t th e cou nty limits planned 
dev elopments to at least 40 acres. 


H o w e v e r , Lindstrom su pports free 
speech . 
“Becau se man is made in th e image of 
God, h e h as a righ t to freedom of 
speech ,” h e say s. “It is th e responsibility 
of th ose au th orities with in th e state to as­ 
certain wh at is or is not proper speech . . 
. wh at is permissable u nder th e law. How­ 
ev er, th at law may not be proper to God.” 


STUDENTS IN THE Sch ool of Ch ristian 
Liberty can, h owev er, be ex pelled for im­ 
proper u se of th eir liberties. 
“If an institu tion sees fit to remov e a 
stu dent from th e sch ool becau se of th e 
sch ool’s tradition, we can do it,” say s 
Lindstrom. “A stu dent may h av e a righ t 
to participate in a demonstration bu t we 
h av e th e righ t to accept or reject h im.” 


Oth er zoning board members, admitting 
th e decision is “close” were relu ctant to 
make a decision. 1-90 was seized as a de­ 
ciding factor. A contract for 1-90, from De­ 
v on to Higgins, is to be awarded in May . 
It is likely th e land sou th of Dev on Av e­ 
nu e, u nincorporated in Du Page Cou nty , 
cou ld go mu lti-family with th e precedent 
set by Zizzo’s proposed dev elopment. 
Elk Grov e Village and Itasca h av e a 
bou ndary agreement th e area arou nd De­ 
v on will remain single-family u nless both 
v illages agree on rezoning. 


THE BUTTE A broth ers, Sch au mbu rg 
dev elopers, own 142 v acant acres west of 
Zizzo and it is reported th is land is also 
being considered for apartments, with 
specu lators watch ing th e Zizzo property 
carefu lly . 
On th e same date Zizzo informally ap­ 
peared before th e v illage board, th e v il­ 
lage annex ed Arv idson’s 30 acres for 
single-family h omes.

Lindstrom and opponents of state aid to 
paroch ial sch ools are on th e same side of 
th e fence.

edu catio n al p ro gram.

Dr. Scherer’s p ro gram o f in div idu alized 
diagn o stic teachin g is n o t in p lace o f p u b­ 
lic edu catio n . It is so methin g like a Head 
Start p ro gram, o fferin g the child an o p ­ 
p o rtu n ity to en co u n ter so me o f the p ro b­ 
lems o f classro o m learn in g o n an in div id­ 
u alized basis.

SUCH A PROGRAM is Dr. Scherer’s 
Clin ic at No rthwestern . Atten ded by chil­ 
dren as y o u n g as two mo n ths, the clin ic 
u ses a mu lti-discip lin ary ap p ro ach. In o th­ 
er wo rds, the child’s p ro gress is gu ided 
an d o bserv ed by a team co mp o sed o f p e- 
d i a t r i c i a n , o to lo gist, au dio lo gist, the 
child’s teacher, an d, o f co u rse, his p ar­ 
en ts. The co n stan t giv e an d take between 
these “discip lin es” is based o n the co n ­ 
cep t that the child’s co n ditio n is ev er- 
chan gin g fo r a v ariety o f reaso n s. 
The child with a hearin g han dicap is as 
su scep tible as o ther children to ear in ­ 
fectio n s which can alter his resp o n se to 
the learn in g situ atio n , an d so an o to lo gist 
checks him regu larly . 


IN THE REALM o f p u blic edu catio n , 
the n o rthwest su bu rban area is fo rtu n ate 
in bein g in v o lv ed, thro u gh a gro u p called 
the No rthwest Su bu rban Sp ecial Edu catio n 
Organ izatio n (NSSEO), in a p ro gram with 
No rthwestern Un iv ersity . This gro u p o r­ 
gan izes edu catio n al facilities fo r children 
with lo w in ciden ce han dicap s o n a regio n ­ 
al basis. Hearin g imp airmen t, desp ite its 
added n u mbers in recen t y ears, falls in to 
the lo w in ciden ce catego ry . 
This regio n al p ro gram is ex p ected to 
add the mu ch-n eeded co n tin u ity to the 
cu rricu lu m fo r these children . Facilities 
are p ro v ided fro m p re-scho o l (3 y ears) to 
age 21 with sep arate bases fo r each lev el 
established in regio n s thro u gho u t the 
n o rth an d n o rthwest su bu rban area.

Menus in Florida restaurants seldom 
omit among the desserts some k ind of 
lime pie. Most common is k ey lime pie, 
■- but there are variations by the score.

Certainly the lime is a refreshing fruit 
.and can be turned into a pie of high ap­ 
peal to the sight and taste. Too many reci­ 
pes, however, conceal true lime flavors 
;iand spoil appearance by addition of too 
much green vegetable coloring. 


That’s why I lik e this particular version

coloring only the fleck s of green from 
grated lime peel.

In the top of a double boiler, combine % 
,* cup fresh lime juice with a small (6V4 
ounce) pack age of miniature marshmal­ 
lows. Heat until the marshmallows are 
melted and blended with the juice, stirring 
<». frequently. 
a j IN A BOWL BEAT 2 eggs combined 
t with 4 tablespoons white sugar and a 
% 
pinch of salt until eggs are light and thick . 


Add this mixture slowly to the lime juice 
and marshmallows stirring constantly. 
Continue to cook until mixture is thick , 
then stir in the grated peel of 1 large or 2 
small limes. Cool the mixture, then place 
in refrigerator to chill. 


For the crust, crumble graham crack ers 
to mak e 2 cups and work in % cup of soft 
butter or margarine. Press into a 9-inch 
pie pan and chill crust for at least 1 hour. 
A busy male chef may wish to shortcut 
the crust preparation by using one of the 
better brands of frozen pie crusts avail­ 
able at most mark ets. 
When crust and filling are cold, whip 
Vz 
pint heavy cream and fold into the lime 
mixture. Pour into the crust, smoothing 
the top with a spoon, and top with addi­ 
tional crumbled graham crack ers. 
Put into the freezing compartment of 
your refrigerator for at least four hours 
before serving. Because this is a rich des­ 
sert, the pie will mak e eight servings ade­ 
quate to top off any meal.

Without light, there’s little point 
to decorating. 
So, in planning your home or 
apartment and every room in it, 
think in terms of providing con­ 
venient and beneficial lighting. 
In choosing lamps, consider your 
needs, the amount of space you have 
to light and the size and style of your 
furniture. 
Lamps are available in almost any 
size, shape or form. In general, sim­ 
plicity should be a guiding star and 
the question of scale should be a ma­ 
jor factor in any choice. In most 
cases, lamps should blend with the 
rest of your furnishings and not be 
the principal eye-catcher on their 
own. 
Lamp shades, even more than the 
lamp base should be k ept in simplest 
form. The color of the shade, too, is 
important. Although the dark er, col­ 
ored shades provide a decorator’s 
splash of color, the lighter white and 
off-white shades will give more light, 
and should be used where a lamp 
must be the major light source for an 
area or room. 


Interior decorators today do not 
recommend that identical lamps be 
perched at either end of a davenport 
surrounded by end tables. Instead, 
lamps of different style but similar 
size can be used to provide light and 
variety to the grouping. 
Ceiling fixtures need not be cen­ 
tered in a room. However, they 
should be placed to serve a definite 
spa c e 
area 
if 
the y 
are 
not 
room-centered. An example of such a 
non-room oriented ceiling lighting ar­ 
rangement would be a ceiling hung 
lamp serving a game table in a cor­ 
ner of a large room. This light should 
be hung directly over the table. 
Lights can be used for decorating 
as well as providing light. Small 
spotlights can project shadows of 
plants or art objects on blank walls, 
giving a furnished look to a room 
that is not completely decorated. 
Reflectors can be used to direct 
light away from bad walls, to empha­ 
size different parts of the room or to 
light up special furniture pieces.

Betty Brownell, home economist for Na­ 
tional Association of Food Chains, ad mits 
that women often are confu sed abou t the 
cost, tend erness and cook ing method s of 
many meat cu ts. A simp le test 
Ix me 
shap e tells all! 


Three bone shap es are easily recogniz­ 
able in most cu ts. The T-tx Mie, shap ed lik e 
a T, stand s to r tend erness. It u su ally 
stand s for higher cost as it is the tend er, 
fast cook ing cu ts which cost more. T-bone 
steak s are an ex cellent ex amp le. They 
may , of cou rse, be broiled to p erfection in 
a v ery short time, the time d ep end eit on 
the thick ness and the d egree of d oneness 
d esired . 


AN Oshap ed , or rou nd bone, ind icates 
that the cu t is somewhat less ex p ensiv e 
and also less tend er, req u iring a longer, 
slower cook ing method . Roimd steak has a 
rou nd bone. Braising tu rns this less tend er 
cu t into a tasty morsel. Some red p ies re­ 
q u ire that rou nd steak be bak ed , again 
giv ing it the longer, slower cook ing it 
need s. 


A third bone to remember is the blad e 
bone, a long slend er bone, easily sem in 
the beef p ot roast and other cu ts. Again, 
slow cook ing is a mu st for blad e bone 
meat cu ts. These cu ts are less tend er and 
less ex p ensiv e. 


While y ou ’re boning u p , remember that 
less tend er means before cook ing, not af­ 
ter. Using the correct cod d ng method , 
y ou ’ll find that these cu ts might tu rn into 
family fav orite meats that they ’ll req u est 
again and again. What’s more tasty on a 
cold winter night than a d electable p ot 
roast, simmered for hou rs in a large p ot, 
with p otatoes and v egetables ad d ed to the 
rid i, brown grav y ?

The su bterran ean p assage seems en d­ 
less. Lo w-slu n g o v erhead p ip es, which 
giv e an imp ressio n o f immin en t disaster, 
cast o bliq u e shado ws o n co rrido r in ­ 
habitan ts. Mo stly garbed in white, they 
are o n a jo u rn ey fro m o n e p art o f Co o k 
Co u n ty Ho sp ital to an o ther. 
ONCE THERE, a 2 0-min u te wait fo r an 
elev ato r to the u p p er sectio n s o f the bu ild­ 
in g is co mmo n . The walls o f so me medical 
flo o rs are so co v ered with fin gerp rin ts 
that they giv e the ap p earan ce o f hav in g a 
millio n k ids p lay in g there 24 ho u rs a day . 
The tragedies o f the Co u n ty emergen cy 
ro o m are legen d. Patien ts are released in ­ 
co rrectly diagn o sed, to die two day s later 
o f in tern al in ju ries, an d children wait fo r 
ho u rs fo r n ecessary treatmen t. All ho sp i­ 
tals hav e classic emergen cy ro o m go o fs 
bu t in the facility at Co u n ty they are mag­ 
n ified a hu n dredfo ld by the teemin g n u m­ 
bers o f p atien ts waitin g fo r assistan ce. 
BEFORE BECOMING a rep o rter 
I 
to u red the ho sp ital with a civ ic gro u p , 
tho u gh the bu lk o f the time was sp en t 
tro ddin g the co rrido r o r waitin g fo r the 
elev ato r. 
A q u estio n an d an swer sessio n fo llo wed 
the to u r du rin g which we co u ld theo ­ 
retically ask an y thin g we desired abo u t 
the ho sp ital an d its o p eratio n s. A y o u n g, 
well dressed an d v ery p leasan t Negro co n ­ 
du cted the meetin g an d assu red u s 
v ehemen tly with ev ery an swer that Rich­ 
ard Ogilv ie, then co u n ty bo ard p residen t, 
was either n o t at fau lt fo r the co n ditio n o r 
that he was ex ertin g all his p o wer to co r­ 
rect it. 
No o n e was imp ly in g then that Ogilv ie

was at fau lt o r that he p erso n ally came 
o v er an d added his thu mbp rin ts to the co l­ 
lectio n . Bu t the defen siv e attitu de was so 
high that it was o bv io u s it was o n ly a 
matter o f time befo re n ew an d fresh co n ­ 
fro n tatio n s between the co u n ty bo ard an d 
hso p ital staff o ccu rred. 
Co u n ty Ho sp ital is n o w o n p ro batio n 
again by the Jo in t Co mmissio n o n Accre­ 
ditatio n o f Ho sp itals. In tern s an d resi­ 
den ts, 450 stro n g, p u rchased a fu ll p age ad 
last Mo n day u rgin g p assage o f Ho u se Bill 
376, which wo u ld set u p a n ew n in e-mem­ 
ber bo ard to ru n the facility . “The ho sp i­ 
tal is dy in g an d the do cto rs are help less,” 
the y o u n g p hy sician s say an d cite n eedless 
diso rgan izatio n , n eedless waste an d n eed­ 
less su fferin g as ramp an t u n der the p re­ 
sen t set u p . 
COUNTY OFFICIALS co u n tered with a 
su ggestio n that time clo ck s be in stalled 
fo r do cto rs at the ho sp ital so they can 
p ro v e they giv e a day ’s wo rk fo r a day ’s 


p ay . The head o f the adu lt cardio lo gy de­ 
p artmen t at Co u n ty rep lied that a time 
clo ck wo u ldn ’t bo ther him, if they will 
also in stall o n e in the co u n ty bo ard o f­ 
fices. 
The p o ssibilities raised by these man eu ­ 
v ers are en dless. Pedo meters co u ld be 
wo rn by bo th gro u p s to k eep track o f 
mo v emen t time, tho u gh a few trip s do wn 
that co rrido r an d the do cto rs wo u ld win 
han ds — o r feet — do wn . 


An d p erhap s a wristo meter fo r su rgeo n s 
to acco u n t fo r time at the o p eratin g table. 
This, ho wev er, wo u ld be a p articu larly 
trick y catego ry to assess. Wo u ld sho rter 
ho u rs mean greater su rgical ability an d 
the cap acity to do ro u tin e o p eratio n s fas­ 
ter? Or sho u ld the co mp u tatio n s go the 
o ther way with the highest ratin g go in g to 
tho se who tak e the mo st time, which 
might fav o r y o u n g an d less ex p erien ced 
men an d tho se who lik e to chat a lo t be­ 
tween stitches? 


COUNTY BOARD members co u ld, o f 
co u rse, wear the wristo meters to co mp u te 
n o te tak in g time, with the do o dlers o f the 
gro u p o bv io u sly en jo y in g an edge. 
Then there’s mo u th mo v emen t o r talk ­ 
in g time, tho u gh the ru les wo u ld elimin ate 
chewin g gu m fro m the ho sp ital an d bo ard 
ro o m. Filibu sterin g in the best Sen ate tra­ 
ditio n might beco me a stap le item at 
co u n ty meetin gs.

Agent Tells Ominous Call 
Business Ho no rs 


A bearded giant among crimefighters 
told of his dangerous encounters with or­ 
ganized crime at a meeting of the Wheel­ 
ing Township Republican Club Thursday 
night. 


Arthur Ty rrell, an agent for the Illinois 
Crime Commission, spoke about his work 
with the commission for the 
last 
y ears. Ty rrell grew a full beard because 
he is presently doing undercov er in­ 
v estigation of college campus activ ities. 


One of Ty rrell’s undercov er assignments 
included opening a v ending machine busi­ 
ness. After opening a store, he contacted 
v arious businesses to ask them to install 
his juke box es. After a few months of 
work, he receiv ed an ominous phone call. 


“ I was told to get out of business or 
something drastic might happen,” he told 
the audience. A few weeks later, a bomb 
planted in a fellow agent’s car ex ploded 
prematurely and no one was injured. 


THE SYNDICAlF discov ered Ty rrell’s 
identity and the inv estigation was ended. 
Public hearings were held and “ it was 
found that the people were being cheated 
because hoodlums were taking ov er busi­ 
nesses and pushing the legitimate men out 
of it,” the agent said. 


During another adv enture, Ty rrell and a 
fellow agent were assigned to southern Il­ 
linois. They took ov er a v ending machine 
business for a woman whose husband had 
been machine-gunned to death. 


After a short time, they receiv ed threats 
to “ blow our brains out,” he said. One 
time they were riding in a car and were 
machine-gunned, but the only damage was 
holes in the car and glass cuts on the 
agents’ faces. 


Ty rrell said the sy ndicate wiU take ov er 
a 
legitimate 
business 
and 
then 
use 
“ muscle” to eliminate competition. When 
the competition is gone, then sy ndicate 
hoodlums can charge higher prices. 


The blame for hoodlums being able to 
keep operating “ is on all of us. We can’t 
just blame politicians and policemen,” he 
said. 


Ty rrell said he is beginning to hav e 
trouble remaining an undercov er agent 
because members of the sy ndicate are be­ 
ginning to recognize him as an agent. 


ASKED ABOUT THE effectiv eness of 
law enforcement to halt organized crime, 
Ty rrell said, “ We’re controlling it. As long 
as we’re keeping them afraid of us, that’s 
something.” 


During the past four y ears since the 
founding of the crime commission, more 
mobsters hav e been sent to jail than in 
the entire history of Illinois, he said. 


One member of the audience asked Ty r­ 
rell how he could do his undercov er work 
on campuses, because one day he has to 
be a hippie and the nex t day a cop. 
“ It’s really easy ,” he said. “ I’v e got the 
cutest pair of bell bottoms y ou’v e ev er 
seen.” 
Ty rrell said law enforcement is getting 
more support from Springfield since the 
new administration took ov er. “ I think 
Gov ernor Ogilv ie is going to do a tre­ 
mendous job against crime. He’s basically 
a police officer.” 
Indiv idual citizens can help stop organ­ 
ized crime by halting local betting, he 
said. “ The money that goes to the bookie 
on the street feeds back to the sy ndicate. 
They ’v e got their hands on it.” 


FOUR CANDIDATES FOR Arlington 
Heights offices also spoke to the club, ask­ 
ing for their fellow members’ unofficial 
support and v otes. 


LeRoy Bressler, candidate for Arlington 
Heights’ park board, told the group, “ Re­ 
member, v ote for the most qualified man 
for the park board and when y ou do, re­ 
member he’s a member of y our club.” 


Mrs. J ean Hanlon said she was running 
as an independent candidate for the Vil­ 
lage Board “ because I care about this 
community .” 


Mrs. J eanne Nov otny , independent can­ 
didate for v illage clerk, said she is run­ 
ning as an independent because she wants 
the office “ established as an independent 
post.” This is because the v illage clerk 
makes up ballots for elections and should 
be free of any political party affiliation, 
she said. 


Candidate for the High School Dist. 214 
Board, J ames Ry an said he was “ willing 
to dev ote the time and energy ” to help 
maintain the high lev el of education in the 
district.

The Resolutions Subcommittee of the 
House Ex ecutiv e Committee will hear 
House J oint Resolution 17 , sponsored by 
State Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, 
April 1. 


HJ R 17 would rescind the action of the 
7 5th General Assembly , which in 1967 me­ 
morialized Congress to call a national con­ 
stitutional conv ention to amend the Feder­ 
al Constitution to permit one house of a 
state legislature to be apportioned on a 
basis other than population. 


Representativ e Katz called on the Re­ 
publican Party leadership in Illinois to 
take a fresh look at the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s one-man, one-v ote decision, and 
predicted that if they did, they would hav e 
to concede that it has benefited not only 
the state, but the Republican Party as 
well. 
KATZ SAID THE General Assembly ac­ 
ted hastily in 1%7 in passing the resolu­ 
tion without committee hearings in either 
house or public hearings. 
He called the attempt to change the U.S. 
Constitution in this way and to ov erturn 
the one-man, one-v ote decision “ hasty and 
ill-conceiv ed.” 
KATZ SAID EVENTS that hav e sub­ 
sequently transpired in Illinois should 


hav e persuaded ev en those originally 
skeptical of the decision that it was “ a 
wise and far-seeing” one, and should not 
be ov erturned. 


“ Former gross discrepancies in repre­ 
sentation in the state Senate hav e now 
been corrected through the peaceful pro­ 
cesses of the law. Pockets of gross ov er­ 
representation in the state 
hav e 
been 
eliminated, and formerly under-represent­ 
ed suburban, ex urban, and downstate ur­ 
ban areas now receiv e fair representation 
in the reapportioned Senate. 


‘‘AND WITH IT all, the RepubUcan Par­ 
ty maintains as ov erwhelming political 
control in the Senate as ev er. How could a 
Republican leader fail to see that his par­ 
ty acted hastily , and that it should now 
undo what it did, before it is too late?” 


Katz said that with 32 of the 34 states 
needed to call a federal constitutional con­ 
v ention hav ing already acted, the spectre 
of such a proceeding, which would be un­ 
precedented in American history , was 
‘‘dangerously close.” 


Illinois can make a major contribution 
to the national stability and welfare by 
rescinding.its earlier call for such a con­ 
v ention, Katz said.

Art Buy er 
—Beware! 


The art fancier who is interested in ac­ 
quiring a painting or other work of art by 
an artist he especially admires should re­ 
member the time-honored warning — cav ­ 
eat emptor or “ let the buy er beware.” 
The person who negotiates to buy an au­ 
thentic Renoir, Picasso or other work, and 
who finds later that he has bought only a 
good imitation, usually must bear the bur­ 
den of prov ing that he was the v ictim of 
fraud. And that isn’t easy . 
According to the Illinois State Bar Asso­ 
ciation, any one who feels the artwork he 
has acquired is not what it was represent­ 
ed to be, may file suit under the Uniform 
Commercial Code. The code protects the 
buy er whenev er an ex press warranty of 
authenticity has been issued by the seller. 
HOWEVER, IN order to prov e that a 
criminal offense such as forgery or larce­ 
ny was committed, the buy er must show 
that the seller claimed to be offering an 
original work by a specifically named art­ 
ist. 
Moreov er, notes the ISBA, it must be 
shown that the seller knew, at the time of 
the sale, that the work was not authentic. 
The buy er also assumes the risk ir 
cases where an artist’s signature 
has 
been forged. A signature serv es as a 
trademark, and forgery of same is a v io­ 
lation of the law. But, again, there must 
be proof that the seller actually did the 
counterfeiting or was aware of it, in order 
to prov e fraud. 
THE ISBA SUGGESTS that prior to pur­ 
chasing a work of art, the buy er follow 
these precautions: 
1. Buy from a reputable art dealer or 
indiv idual whose credentials may be in­ 
v estigated, if necessary . Such dealers de­ 
v ote a great deal of time to checking the 
authenticity of the art work, for their own 
protection, as well as y ours. 
2. Note the history of the art work, 
check labels to see where the work has 
been display ed, ask about prev ious own­ 
ers, and ask about the artist. 
3. A reputable art dealer will issue a 
“ certificate of authenticity ” which serv es 
as a guarantee. If y ou hav e any doubts, 
arrange with the dealer to hav e the work 
authenticated by a local art museum or 
specialized authenticator. 
4. If y ou decide to buy the object, be 
sure that the bill of sale, inv oice or 
receipt ex plicitl y describes 
y our 
pur­ 
chase and states the terms of y our agree­ 
ment with the dealer. Make sure the deal­ 
er has not placed a disclaimer on the 
receipt or biU of sale. Then, in the ev ent 
the object y ou purchased has been mis­ 
represented, y ou will hav e recourse to the 
Uniform Commercial Code and its ex press 
warranty prov isions. 
FINALLY. IF a fraud has been per­ 
petrated, y ou should not hesitate to return 
the fake work of art to the art dealer. 
Most dealers will be willing to return y our 
money in ex change for the work of art 
and the certificate of authenticity .

YOU MAY HAVE noticed that the ice 


fishing season has ended. 
That — in some quarters — is regarded 
as one of the certain signals that spring 
has returned. 


It’s that time again. Not spring, because 
as everyone knows, spring’s arrival has 
little to do with the calendar, and the fact 
that the sun dropped into the proper slot 
at 1:08 last Thursday afternoon was no 
consolation for the guy caught without his 
overcoat. 
But it is the season for trotting out 
personal theories on the certain oigns of 
spring, because even if we can’t be waf­ 
ted by its gentleness, we can use our 
theories to declare that it is here after 
all, or just around the comer, or over 
the horizon, or almost arrived from 
wherever it comes. 
It’s almost a tiny ritual to the observ­ 
ers, who take a little pleasure from the 
wonder of their own scientific insight, or a 
little pride from knowing they’re privy to 
the oidy true index of spring. 
They’re all members of the First-Robin- 
of-Spring Cult, but it’s every man to his 
own sign. 
Birds, of course, are the most endurable 
as sure signs, and there are a lot of favor­ 
ites, from San Juan Capistrano’s swallows 
to Hinckley, Ohio’s buzzards to everyone’s 
geese. When they’re on the wing, the theo­ 
ry goes, it’s time. 
The most sacred, the robin is — like 
most sacred tilings — getting a pretty 
thorough debunking, mainly because it’s 
not uncommon to see one wandering 
through the snow in February with a daz­ 
ed look in its eyes. 
My own favorite is the red-winged 
blackbird, probably as much because its 
gurgle is so warm and springlike as 
much as the fact that it does delay its 


arrival until things have settled out. 
But, each to his own bird. 
Each to his own flower, too. Those who 
don’t look to the sky may as easily scuff 
at the ground, and go into rapture at the 
first upthrusting nubbin of a tulip, or daf­ 
fodil, or crocus, or jonquil, or — for 
those who really want to be sure — may- 
flower. 
There are all manner of other natural 
signs, among them budding trees, fluffy 
clouds, peeping frogs, wandering dogs, 
greening grass, blackening mud, and — 
for the most sensitive of all — a fresh 
sniff in the air. 
And there are the non-natural, or man- 
created-type signs, more commonplace in 
these suburbs where there’s nci much 
room left for the natural. 
Among them are things like the first 
day you can put the top down on the 
car, which is not very reliable if you 
don’t have a convertible. And which is 
usually sabotaged as a theory by some 
hardy ninny who flips down the lid and 
tools around town the first time the tem- 
p e r a t u r e peeks over freezing in 
January. 
There was also the old reliable — the 
year’s first appearance of short skirts. 
(Something, of course, which wouldn’t stir 
the interest of we who are tired out and 
spend a lot of time thinking about fish and 
dozing in the sun.) But that measure isn’t 
valid any more, either, because there no 
longer is a season on short skirts, and — 
the mystique of fashion being what it is — 
bulky pants suits are now to be the signal 
that the sunny time has arrived. 
So, alas, we’ve answered nothing, and 
the first theory remains as good as any. If 
you’re in search of spring, shun the calen­ 
dar and all the special hypotheses and try 
instead to go ice fishing. 
Only be prepared to move fast.

Prep Baseb all Fad in g?

They laughed at Bill Veeck. They called 
his exploding scoreboard a joke. 
“ Baseball isn’t a carnival,” claimed the 
diamond chauvinists. “ This thing is all a 
bit hokey and a bit degrading.” 
Veeck clung to his theory that it would 
be better for baseball to live with a trans­ 
fusion than to die as it was. He main­ 
tained that baseball was a little dull for 
the new fans, that an injection of rip-snor­ 
tin’, howdie-do, old-time fun might just get 
the adrenalin flowing. 
COW-MILKING contests, teen dances, 
fireworks displays —- Veeck the showman 
brought it all to Comiskey Park. And the 
fans poured in by the millions, to watch 
the White Sox, to àee that scoreboard, to 
join the fun. 
Soon other cities, including some sedate 
and stodgy, hopped on the band-wagon 
and barkened their fans with innovation 
and entertainment. 
As a result, despite what the cynics may 
say, big league baseball is flourishing. 
High school baseball is not. It is mori­ 
bund. It has been, is now, and perhaps 
always will be. 
WALK ONTO any high school field some 
afternoon this spring, and you’ll feel a 
little conspicuous by your presence, like 
you’ve just interrupted a secret practice 
session. Don’t worry, it is a regularly 
scheduled game — you’re just one of the 
rare breed who might want to watch it. 
Says Stan Strainis, diamond coach at 
Crown last year, “During an afternoon 
game, right after school, I could count on 


my hands the number of kids out there.” 
Why? 
There are almost as many reasons as 
there are replies. 
THE WEATHER, the time of day, the 
nature of the game, the school system, 
spring fever. 
“ I think one of the main things is the 
weather in this area. It’s just too darned 
cold at the beginning of the season,” says 
Strainis. “And it’s not publicized, it’s con­ 
sidered a minor sport just like track.” 
Fenton’s Jim Monahan claims: “ It’s a 
bad time of the year for high school kids. 
They’re just starting to get outside, and 
there are many, many things that draw 
his attention away from baseball. And if 
you start watching a game at 4 o’clock, it 
gets pretty late by the time it’s over.” 
John Englert, Elmwood Park coach, 
agrees: “We have found that our seniors 
and juniors are very lax in coming out for 
spring sports. It’s automobiles, spring fe­ 
ver, or ‘senioritis’, I guess.” 
WHEATON NORTH coach Don Rake- 
straw adds: “ I grew up before the era of 
little league. When you’re unorganized, 
you really want to play ball. You can be 
over-organized, and apathy sets in. I think 
that’s why you don’t have a lot of dedica­ 
tion sometimes on the part of the play­ 
ers.” 
And finally, getting to the nitty-gritty of 
the whole thing, Monahan says: “ Baseball 
just isn’t the kind of exciting, action-pack­ 
ed sport like football and basketball.” 
Isn’t it? 
You couldn’t convince the 40,000 people 


who jammed Wrigley Field a dozen times 
last year or the millions who fought their 
way into Tiger Stadium in Detroit or 
Busch Stadium in St. Louis or the Astro­ 
dome in Houston. 
A STEAL of home, a bases-loaded 
triple, a lightning double play, a towering 
home run — thrills that could match any­ 
thing in football or basketball. Tension, 
drama, exhilaration, heartbreak, all as 
much a part of baseball as any other 
sport. 
Why, then, just a handful of spectators 
at high school games? 
Lake Park’s Norb Wesolowski thinks he 
has the answer: “ There is absolutely no 
color in prep baseball — no pennants, no 
s c o r e b o a r d s , no concession stands. 
There’s not even a water fountain. There 
is just no atmosphere of baseball. 
“ All you have to do is make it a little 
colorful, and you’d bring in the crowds, I 
think. Put fences in the outfield, a cheap 
little scoreboard. I remember up at Dun­ 
dee, the kids got all excited when they 
saw the scoreboard. If nothing else, put 
just a little Coca-Cola stand next to the 
grandstand. 
“ W E’RE 
GOING 
to 
try 
and 
use 
cheerleaders as bat girls this year. Mun­ 
delein did it last year and they always 
had pretty good crowds. I ’ve had about 20 
cheerleaders say they’d be happy to be 
bat girls — all I have to do now is get 
approval. 
Says Tony Pappone, Ridgewood coach, 
“I’m still thinking about bat girls. This is 
certainly a way of promoting. When I 
played ball at Southern Illinois, we had

bat girls, fancy type uniforms, things of 
this nature, and we got good crowds. 
“ We hope to change our uniforms next 
year, something along the lines of the 
Kansas City team — kelly-green and gold 
uniforms, white shoes. Not all that dras­ 
tic, of course, but something colorful and 
different. 
“ AT SOUTHERN the bat girls wore 
mini-skirts, jersey top, and a baseball 
hat.” 
Home runs are a very special part of 
baseball. It’s a thrill for the batter, for the 
fans, for the team, to see a shot clear the 
fence, to see an outfielder poised helpless 
against the barrier. The happy slugger 
trotting around the bases, his teammates 
waiting to congratulate him, the fans ap­ 
plauding. 
This is a scene seldom enacted in the 
high school ranks simply because there 
are no fences. If you hit a ground ball 
hard enough, if it rolls far enough, you 
have a honae run. Hit a 375-foot fly ball 
and you’ll probably get a double or a 
triple because it’s easier for the out­ 
fielders to catch up with it. 
This takes something away from the 
game. 
AND MOST coaches realize it. Says 
Wesolowski: “ We’d love to put a fence up, 
but the school administration says it 
would detract from the natural beauty of 
the landscape.” 
Strainis says: “ I tried to get a fence 
last year. We even got it donated and of­ 
fered to put it up on our own time, but 
they wouldn’t let us do it. Said it would be 
a hindrance for other activities.” 
Englert remembers: “ When I was at 
the University of Iowa, they decided to 
standardize the dimensions. Everybody 
had to put up snow fences with the same 
distances all around, like 280 down the 
line, 295 in left-center, 380 in center. 
“ The coaches could get together and fig­ 
ure out distances, if they wanted. I don’t 
imagine it would cost more than fifty or 
sixty dollars to put up the fences. And you 
can take them down when the season 
ends.” 
SAYS RAKESTRAW: “ I think it has a 
lot of merit, and gives something to shoot 
for. It would draw people in.” 
Perhaps what it all boils down to is the 
essence of high school baseball. 
Should it be played in isolation, un­ 
worthy of the school’s interest? “ It’s good 
to know that people from your school have 
an interest in the sport and an interest in 
you,” says Rakestraw. 
“ And it takes a whole school effort — 
enthusiasm of the students, the pep club, 
the student council, and the boys them­ 
selves encouraging their friends to come 
out. 
“ THE POINT being that athletics in 
high school can be a lot of fun. I played in 
the minor leagues until I got a back in­ 
jury, and in the minors you play for blood. 
It’s a very serious business. In high 
school, it should be fun.” 
Fun for the players AND for the specta­ 
tors. At present there’s little in it for the 
fans (who are not only uncatered to, but 
practically discouraged) and there’s con­ 
sequently less thrill in it for the players. 
Given a park with some colorful ban­ 
ners, fences, a scoreboard, refreshments, 
pretty bat girls, why, a bit of a chill in the 
air will never be enough to cool en­ 
thusiasm.
